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GETTING A ‘BANG’ 
RESIDENTS OF WESTERN su bu rbs of 
Chicago got a real bang ou t of the su per­ 
sonic age the other day when a mysteriou s 
dou ble shock rattled windows, 
c a u 
s e d 
hou ses and factories to wobble on their 
fou ndations and banged on the tops of au to­ 
mobiles on the highways. Residents of 20 
commu nities in an area eight miles in di­ 
ameter, all near Chicago’s O’Hare Interna­ 
tional Airport, were treated to this preview 
of a su personia. 
Telephone calls by the thou sands were 
directed at police stations and newspapers, 
the Tribu ne reporting receiving 2,000 calls 
in 30 minu tes. Most of the callers reported 
a “ terrific explosion.” Others reported a 
bomb explosion, the explosion of an a i r- 
p!ane in midair, the blowing u p of a fac­ 
to ry . 
But it wasn’t any of these annoying and 
unusual incidents. It was the age they live 
in. The “explosion” was nothing more or 
less than the impact with the earth of a 
superso nic speed shock 
wave 
generated 
when an F-8 6D fighting plane dived faster 
than the speed of sou nd. The pilot, J. O. 
Ro berts, a test flier for North American 
Av iatio n Corporation, started his dive at 
4 0,000 feet and pu lled ou t at 25,000. T he 
do uble sho ck wave—one formed when he 
becam e su personic and one formed when 
the plane slowed to su b-sonic speed 
— con­ 
tinued earthward. 
Scientists, while somewhat vagu e abou t 
details, believe what happens is this: The 
so nic pressure wave follows the cou rse tak ­ 
en by the plane which formed it. In the 
Chicago “bang,” the wave followed a shal 
lo w div e angle u ntil it hit the grou nd.

A BITE by a m ad dog was con­ 
sidered a death sentence before 
P asteu r’s famou s discovery of a 
vaccine for rabies. Now we can 
u su ally head off this type of in­ 
fection in time to save the vic­ 
tim ’s life. 
Since the vaccine itself is not 
w ithou t certain risk s, it is not 
u sed u nless a person has been ex­ 
posed to an actu al case of infec­ 
tion. This m u st be determ ined by 
a physician. 


Cau sed By Viru s 


Rabies, 
or 
hydrophobia, 
Is 
cau sed by a viru s carried in the 
saliva of an infected anim al, j 
Many types of animals can tra ns ­ 
m it the disease, su ch as squ irrels 
and cats. However, dogs are the 
m ost frequ ent carriers. 
, 
The viru s on entering the body 
travels u p the nerves u ntil it 
reaches the brain, the time it 
tak es to do this depending on the 


person gasps in his attem pts to 
breathe. 
Usu ally, death occu rs w ithin 
two to three days becau se of the 
loss of flu ids and dam age to the 
heart from the convu lsions. Most 
victims who actu ally develop r a ­ 
bies still die. Therefore, the tre a t­ 
m ent lies in vaccination to pre­ 
vent the disease from starting. 
In treating rabies, the wou nd 
shou ld be thorou ghly scru bbed 
and 
cleansed 
with 
soap 
and 
water, and sometimes cau terized 
by the physician. 
In some cases, the vaccine has 
been k nown to cau se paralysis 
and brain inju ry, and repeated 
vaccinations against rabies in­ 
crease the chances tha t this may 
occu r. 
Ail persons who may have been 
infected by a dog proven to have 
rabies shou ld, how'ever, be inocu ­ 
lated with the vaccine. Also, a ny­ 
one shou ld be inocu lated if bitten 
by an anim al wiiich cannot be 
pu t u nder observation to deter- 
location of the bite. An infection mine if it will develop rabies, 
from a bite on the leg wou ld tak e 
jn bites of the head or deep 
longer to reach the brain tha n bites arou nd the head, it is nec- 
one from a bite on the neck , so essary in most cases to begin 
the bite higher on the body be- treatm ent even before the condi- 
comes more dangerou s. 
Once the disease becomes m a n­ 
ifest, it brings fever, headache, 
sore throat, restlessness, and con­ 
vu lsions. A ttem pts to sw?allow are 
u seless, becau se the mu scles of 
swallowing contract before the 
flu id can get past the u pper part 
of the digestive tract. This con­

It’s only by accident they are 
meeting at ali. British Prim e Min­ 
ister Churchill suggested they get 
together when he becam e too fa­ 
tigued and had to delay a Ber­ 
muda meeting with Presiden t Ei­ 
senhower 
and 
Fren ch 
Prem ier 
Joseph Laniel. 
And of the three foreign min ­ 
isters, Secretary of State Dulles 
is the only one who is either full- 
fledged or has a sense of pe rm a n ­ 
ency . 
The Marquis of Salisbury is fill­ 
ing in for the ailing Anthony Eden, 
British 
foreign 
secretary . 
The 
French foreign minister, Georges 
Bidalt, cannot 
be too sure that 
whatever he say s will have his 
new govern men t's backing or that 
his govern men t will be in power 
long. 
In a general way , the three min ­ 
isters know where they want to 
go; toward world peace. But their 
compass needle flutters un der the 
impact of events. And they can't 
tell what storms lie ahead because 
they are meeting at a momen t of 
confusion and uncertain ty . 
As they prepared for the m eet­ 
ing, none of them could predict 
what the score might be in Korea 
by Thursday : a final agreem en t 
on an armistice by K orea's ob­ 
stinate Presiden t, Sy ngman Rhee, 
or a new ex plosion. 
They would 
like to think the 
riots in E astern German y . Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, the chan ge of 
Communist 
leaders 
in 
Hungary , 
the sudden decision of Moscow to 
call home its am bassadors for con­ 
ference all m ean t a weakening of 
Russian control over its satellites 
and 
confusion 
about its 
foreign 
policy . 
And may be those events m ean t 
just that. But none of the three 
ministers could guess what move 
Moscow might make nex t: a new, 
hard, iron fisted policy , such as 
Stalin used, or real concessions tf 
the West. 
But they knew’ it might be only 
wishful thinking if they believed 
the uprisings in German y would 
persuade the Russians to let East 
and West German y unite. 
For if the East G erm an s can 
showed such hatred for Moscow 
while still under the Russian heel, 
the Russians know these sam e peo­ 
ple, once free of them, would be 
more foe than friend. 
And the Russians fear a united, 


and above all a rearm ed Germany , 
on their western frontiers. 
Yet, 
the Fren ch have misgivings about 
a new and revitalized Germany 
too. 
The Fren ch hope for a way out 
of the jungle in which they find 
themselves 
in 
Indochina, 
were 
they have been fighting the Com­ 
munists since 19 46 and now are 
besieged by the Indochinese with 
deman ds for more independence.

Tornado Path 
STILLWATER, Okla. (JN—A rec­ 
ognized authority says tornadoes 
now can be identified and tracked 
across the skies—the big step in 
the eventual elimination of 
m ass 
-sualties from the swirling, de­ 
structive winds. 
A mechanical system of tracking 
the twisters, 
developed 
by 
Dr. 
H. L. Jones of Oklahoma A & M 
College, now- can be brought out of 
the laboratory and used to warn 
those in the tornado path. 
However, Jones adds, it will be 
up to the states, federal govern­ 
ment or private business to finance 
‘sacking .stations which could spot 
Ute tornados as they develop and 
plot their courses. 
He estimates a station and 
its 
equipment would cost about $300,- 
000. Six men would be needed to 
man each station. 
The cost, he says, would be mi­ 
nor compared to the lives 
a n d 
property dam age such

could 
save.

GETTING A ‘BANG* 
RESIDENTS OF WESTERN suburbs of 
Chicago got a real bang out of the super­ 
sonic age the other day when a mysterious 
double shock rattled windows, c a u s e d 
houses and factories to wobble on their 
foundations and banged on the tops of auto­ 
mobiles on the highways. Residents of 20 
communities in an area eight miles in di­ 
ameter, all near Chicago’s O’Hare Interna­ 
tional Airport, were treated to this preview 
of a supersonia. 
Telephone calls by the thousands were 
directed at police stations and newspapers, 
the Tribune reporting receiving 2,000 calls 
in 30 minutes. Most of the callers reported 
a “terrific explosion.” Others reported a 
bomb explosion, the explosion of an a i r- 
plane in midair, the blowing up of a fac* 
tory. 
But it wasn’t any of these annoying and 
unusual incidents. It was the age they live 
in. The “ explosion” was nothing more or 
less than the impact with the earth of a 
supersonic speed shock wave generated 
when an F-86D fighting plane dived faster 
than the speed of sound. The pilot, J. O. 
Roberts, a test flier for North American 
Aviation Corporation, started his dive at 
40,000 feet and pulled out at 25,000. T h e 
double shock wave—one formed when he 
becam e supersonic and one formed when 
the plane slowed to sub-sonic speed—con­ 
tinued earthward. 
Scientists, while somewhat vague about 
details, believe what happens is this: The 
sonic pressure wave follows the course tak­ 
en by the plane which formed it. In the 
Chicago “bang,” the wave followed a shal­ 
low dive angle until it hit the ground.

It has been stated that the British pro­ 
gram for the easing of tension with Russia 
is as follows: 
1. The neutralization of Germany. 
2. Special relations between Russia and 
the satellites. 
3. Full recognition of Red China, a n d 
what is called recognition of the Asiatic 
revolution—if Red China would show more 
tact and less aggression in bringing it 
about. 
4. Virtual abandonment of Korea under 
a formula. 
Let us consider these questions point by 
point: 
1. The neutralization of Germany means 
that the manpower of Germany and her 
industrial capacity would be at the disposal 
neither of NATO nor of Soviet Russia. Ger­ 
many is to be an ally neither of the United 
States nor of Soviet Russia. 
Neutralization is usually accompanied 
by disarming, except for a minor gendar­ 
merie essential to maintain order. This 
was done by the Paris Treaty after World 
War I. 
But Germany countered by creating a 
gendarmerie of officers who were prepared 
to take command of a citizen’s arm y when 
Der Tag came. That army was able to 
fight on a multitude of fronts for six years. 
In effect, it is impossible to disarm a 
people who do not choose to be disarmed. 
What guarantees can Soviet Russia give 
that the Kremlin will not arm a Commu­ 
nist People’s Army as was done in China 
between 1924 and 1949 when that arm y took 
over the whole country? Such an army 
could be disguised as a political party. Ac­ 
tually there can be no such guarantee, be­ 
cause international Communism is a con­ 
spiratorial arrangement for which Russia, 
as a state, rejects or assumes responsibil­ 
ity at will. 
The evidence in East Germany is that 
that area is being integrated into the Rus­ 
sian empire. 
2. It is difficult to analyze what the Brit­ 
ish mean by special relations between Rus­ 
sia and the satellites. The Lansing-Ishii 
Agreement between the United States and 
Japan recognized that propinquity justifies 
special privileges. This concept undoubted­ 
ly produced the Far Eastern p h a s e of 
World War II, which antedated the Euro­ 
pean phase by eight years. 
Poland is now a province of Russia. Ru­ 
mania, Hungary and Czechoslovakia a r e 
moving toward that goal. East Germany is 
conquered territory. China is completely 
dominated by the Kremlin in the diplomat­ 
ic and economic fields. What other special 
relations would the British include in this 
category? 
3. The full recognition of Communist Chi­ 
na would end forever the moral authority 
of the United Nations, for Communist 
China was the aggressor in the Korean 
War and sent a conquering army into that 
territory to fight and defeat what are call­ 
ed the United Nations forces. Recognition 
of Communist China would mean that the 
authority of the United Nations to maintain 
the peace has been successfully challeng­ 
ed. A precedent would thus be set for other 
nations. It would be like the Japanese chal-

Rabies Vaccine Saves Lives 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A BITE by a mad dog was con­ 
sidered a death sentence before 
Pasteur’s famous discovery of a 
vaccine for rabies. Now we can 
usually head of! this type of in­ 
fection in time to save the vic­ 
tim ’s life. 
Since the vaccine itself is not 
without certain risks, it is not 
used unless a person has been ex­ 
posed to an actual case of infec­ 
tion. This must be determined by 
a physician. 


Caused By Virus 


Rabies, 
or 
hydrophobia, 
Is 
caused by a virus carried in the 
saliva of an infected animal. 
Many types of animals can trans­ 
mit the disease, such as squirrels 
and cats. However, dogs are the 
most frequent carriers. 
, 
The virus on entering the body 
travels up the nerves until it 
reaches the brain, the time it 
takes to do this depending on the 
location of the bite. An infection 
from a bite on the leg would take 
longer to reach the brain than 
one from a bite on the neck, so 
the bite higher on the body be­ 
comes more dangerous. 
Once the disease becomes man­ 
ifest, it brings fever, headache, 
sore throat, restlessness, and con­ 
vulsions. Attempts to swallow are 
useless, because the muscles of 
swallowing contract before the 
fluid can get past the upper part 
of the digestive tract. This con­ 
traction is often so violent the 


person gasps in his attempts to 
breathe. 
Usually, death occurs within 
two to three days because of the 
loss of fluids and damage to the 
heart from the convulsions. Most 
victims who actually develop ra­ 
bies st ill die. Therefore, the treat­ 
ment lies in vaccination to pre­ 
vent the disease from starting. 
In treating rabies, the wound 
should be thoroughly scrubbed 
and cleansed 
with 
soap 
and 
water, and sometimes cauterized 
by the physician. 
In some cases, the vaccine has 
been known to cause paralysis 
and brain injury, and repeated 
vaccinations against rabies in­ 
crease the chances that this may 
occur. 
Ail persons who may have been 
infected by a dog proven to have 
rabies should, however, be inocu­ 
lated with the vaccine. Also, any­ 
one should be inoculated if bitten 
by an animal which cannot be 
I put under observation to deter­ 
mine if it will develop rabies. 
In bites of the head or deep 
bites around the head, it is nec- 
| essary in most cases to begin 
treatment even before the condi- 
: tion of the animal is known. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L. V. I have a perforated ear 
drum. Is there any way it can be 
repaired? 
Answer: In certain cases, a 
ruptured ear drum can be re­ 
paired surgically. However, this 
i type of operation is rarely done.
